DISCUSSION: 


It was noted that USIB-D-7.1/6 had forwarded to the Committee a check 
list which had been agreed on as 'guidance! at the Board meeting of 
8 September. This new paper was taken into consideration in discussion of 
the report of the ad hoc group, which had been forwarded with USIB-EE-35./6. 


Although the ad hoc committee's report was recognized as a good pre- 
liminary document, it was felt that it needed additional work to bring it 
in line with the new Board guidance paper, as well as to resolve some of the 
differences developed in discussion of the item. 


CIA advised the Committee that his steering group was 
looking into the matter of revised PNIO's and noted that these would have to 
be taken into consideration, as applicable, by the entire community in final 
plans. 


The NSA Member noted that there were several actions which had to be 
taken by the community which could be started while the ad hoc committee was 
working on the plan. ‘These pertain particularly to paragraphs D. e. and f. 
(Page 5 to ad hoc committee report, USIB-EE-35./6), which are concerned with 
priorities and wartime requirements. 


It was agreed that the ad hoc committee should continue with the task, 
getting contributions on paragraph D. f. and proceeding to the extent of 
their ability on paragraph D. e. It was also agreed that the ad hoc group 
would be expanded to include representatives from interested Members as 
desired. Most Members indicated a wish to participate.

DISCUSS ION: 


The Committee considered two pertinent documents - 
(a) USIB-EE~29.20/21 - Plan for Forthcoming Negotiations 
(b) USIB-EE-29.20/20 - Combined List of Objectives 


The Members first considered (b) above. The general feeling was that 
the Committee did not favor combined objectives because of the classification 
and other considerations. Further, it was felt that USIB had already approved 
the objectives (Special Annex to USIB-M-54, Item 3) and that it would not be 
appropriate to submit them to the Board a second time, However, in view of 
subsequent discussion on (a) above, it was decided to defer decision on the 
matter pending resolution of certain problems which arose in later dis- 
cussion. The Committee did, however, accept the wording of the paragraph 
on security (in (b) above) with the substitution of the word "foster" for 
"insure" as the second word of the paragraph. 


In discussion of (a) above, several questions arose affecting the ELINT 
aspects of the negotiations which the Committee felt required resolution 
before the paper could be approved. It was decided to form an ad hoc working 
group, under the chairmanship of CIA, to review the matter with the COMINT 
Committee's ad hoe group and technical advisers, as appropriate, and resolve 
the problems or recommend changes to satisfy ELINT phases, Any changes to be 
circulated to the ELINT Committee for consideration on a no objection basis 
or at a special meeting, if required. Action on both (a) and (b) (with the 
exception of approval of the security paragraph) was deferred pending the 
findings of the ad hoc group.
